months every other year and 
had little or no activity be­ 
tween sessions.

ticipated during die past year 
and l am sure It w ill increase 
in 1972, In some of the 
r i tropolitan areas It w ill be 
a rn ijor issue. 


We cannot forget about 
welfare. Tne rolls are clin .Sl­ 
ing daily and the amount of 
money available is not in­ 
creasing accordingly. Some­ 
thing must be done to re­ 
move the "dead beats" from 
die roils and improve the a l­ 
lowance for the need). This 
w ill be very difficult as I

AU right, let s suppose that you have foUowed all sugges­ 
tion contained in this series over the past 13 columns. You 
have learned about drugs, which are abused the most, what 
affect* they have on the human body, what results the user 
can expect, etc. You have read several booklets, books, articles, 
rn fa t you have read everything you could get your hands on 
covering the subject of drug abuse. And, you have carefuUy 
and thoroughly passed this information along to your children 
to th** point that you feel they are weU informed on the subject. 
Now, what if something happens to make you suspicious 
tha’ perhaps on** of your children is experimenting with drugs 
anyway, ev**n though he has been educated and warned. Or, 
perhaps you started just recently to educate your children, and 
now that you know what to watch for you discover there are 
glaring signs of drug use or abuse in your family. What should 
you do first? 
There are several avenues to approach the drug user. First 
of ill 
you MUST Have a firm conviction that vour child is 
actually uMng drug* illicitly. It is best not to accuse the young­ 
ster outright, just to see how he reacts to your accusations. This 
will usually not bring you to a true and satisfactory conclusion. 
To start your program it would be a very good idea to consult 
your family physician, telling him what indications you have 
of urug misuse and exactly why you suspect it. Let him help 
you decide if there is reason for concern. 
In a moment of crisis always remember, FIR ST CALL your 
do* tor or the local police or sheriff’s department for emergency 
assistance' 
For information, counseling, treatment, referral, 
ind/or rehabilitation service, the following organizations stand 
ready to H ELP with your drug problems: 


Under no circumstances should you put off taking action 
IMMEDIATELY if you 
uspe* t drug misuse or abuse in your 
fan .iv 
SU V E R let a < Mid or young adult talk you into waiting 
before doing something about the problem on the promise that 
he - an “ handle it him elf,” or, " I promise I ’ll quit right away." 
These ar*- imply excuses, though the youngster may be sincere 
at the time these statem ents are made, he cannot possibly 
handle the problem without help 
Every moment you delay in 
taking action you are risking your child’s future and perhaps 
his life,

drug abuse with someone from this department, call this num
